STANDS BY BOARD

Governor Hoeh Takes Sides in
Juvenile Court Row.

Appealed to by Judges to Use
His Big Stick.

HAVE A WRONG IDEA.

County Officers Would Crowd
the State Reformatories.

New Law Intended to Make Ad-
mission More Difficult,

Governor Hoch stated this morning
that he will stand by the state board
of control in the row which Is spring-
ing up between the board and some
of the probuate judges of the state over
the Interpretation of the juvenile court
Taw,

Consequently it will not do the pro-
bate judges much good to appeal to
the governor to use his big =tick on the
board of contraol.

“Some of the probate judges,” said
Governor Hoch this morning, “have
an entirely wrong iden of the purpose
of that juvenile court law. They seem
to think it was enacted for the pur-
pose of making it easy to put children
in the state reformatories. The real
purpose of the law is to keep children
out of the reformatories, nnd give
them a chance to feform while In the
custody of private families.”

It is rather a startling fact that
since the passage of the juvenile court
law there have been more applications
to put children In the reformatories
than ever before, The state officers
are &t a loss to account for the situn-
tion, and are inclined to believe that
the probate fudges are entirely at sea
in thelr understanding of the new law.

The present disturbance seems to
Center in the case of Ethel Blake, a
naughty malden in Fort Scott. Ethel
is only 1% vears old, but she has been
waywird for some {ime. She was
brought before the prabate court, and
Probate Judge BH. Hudson. after pa-
roling her a couple of times condi-
tlonal on good behavior, ordered that
she be commitied to the industrixl
school for giris. Then he sént in &
report of whiat he bhad done to the
hoard of control, but the report did
not comply with the new juvenlie conrt
law. i did not show that the girl
had violated her parole. =n on August
12 the bourd sent this letter to Probate
Judge Hudson!

“Replying to yvour leiter of August
1ith enclozing the papers In the case of
Ethel Bluko to the javenile court law,
in which we gave you the ruling of the
attorney genernl. No child ¢an Hé ad-
mitted to the industrial schools except
thiough ptoceedings In  the javenile
court. In this case you have used the
old form and at one place you signed as
Jjudgs of the juvenile court; but in all
other places as probate judge, The
juvenlle rvourt afci pirovides that all
blanks shall be furnished by your coun-
ty commissioners. Crane & Co., of this
city, and we presume other firms, have
full sets of blankse. We would suggest
that you =end and get a full ser of
blanks and have your county commis-
sloners print some for you. There are 31
different kKinds of blanks used to carry
out the provisions of the juvenile eourt
act. After you have proceeded under
the juvenile court act and have tried the
chiid on parole, as intended by the act,
and the cuse proves to be one that you
cannot handle swithout sending to the
industrial #chools, then we wish you to
usa the enclogsed commitment. We will
then pass upon the case and if the child
can be veceived, you din then use the
enclogsed warrant. The enclos®res are
samples in reference Lo the boys" In-
Hustrinl =chool. The blanks for the
girle' industrial school would be the
same form.

“As you are aware, the industrial
gchools of this state are not of sufficient
capacity to receive all the children for
whom application is made.™

Judge Hudson séemed to get right
up on the edge when this letter reach-
ed him. He seemed to be thoroughly
convinead that the state board of con-
tral was trying to give him the worst
of It In some wiay, and was reflesting
on his judcial dignity. He gave out
an  interview which the Fort Scott
Tribune says s “hitter” in which he
=nvs, among other things: “If the
bhearil of control thinks it knows more
about that girl than 1 do It had bet-
ter come down here and look into the
case, instead of arbitrarily refusing to
admit  her, I don't see any use of
having a juvenile court iaw If the
board of control Is to have the power
to undo what the court thinks is right.
I have looked into the low and T ean't
find anyvthing that glves the board any
such powars, It is simply an outrags.”

Tha report goes on to say that Judge
Hudson will try to 2o over the hea.d
of the board of control by an appeas
to the attorney general or to Governor
Hloch, and that unleas he can obtain
consolation from these officials. he will
“throw up the sponge.”” Whether that
means that he will resign his job as
probate judge, qult sending people 1o
the reformatories, or simply lay down
and die, is not explained.

H. . Bowman, one of the members
of the board of control, called on Gov-
arpoyry Hoch this morning and ex-
plalned the situation to him. The gov-
ernor told him to go ahead and do
what the law required.

Governor to Make a Fall Speech-
making Tour.

Swing Around the Kansas Fair
and Reunion Cirele.

OTHER STATES TO PAY.

Talks Away From Home Bring
in a Fee,

Seven Ntates Glad to Pay for
Publie Addresses.

Governor Hoch is planning a hard
campaign of - speech-making this fall
Over 300 invitations have been recelved
far the months of August, September
and October from townspeople who
want to hear the governor. While most
of the invitations are from Kansas,
theére = a Jarge sprinkling of ouatslde
dates offered to the governor. Chicago
wants him for two dates, and South Da-
kota, Nebraska, Iown, Missouri, Texas
dnd Colorado all haveéjyone or moare in-
vitations on file.

Moxst of the out of the state dates are

{for Chautauquas and such evenls, for

which there Is some compensation. The
associations are writing to the governor
asking him for his terms, and he will
probably consent to make a few speech-
s outslde the state for pay.

“During the past summer,” sald Gov-
ernor Hoch, 'L have turned down oppor-
tunities 1o speak at Chautauguag which
would have been worth §LO000 1o me. 1
*hink the state can spare me long
cnough to take up a few of these op-
portunities this fall. The money would
And in those
speeches [ always manage to get in a
tew good licks for Kansas. 1 believe 1
can do the state some good am well an
myself

Private Secretary Willlams is now at
work arranging in proper ocder the In-
vitations for the coming three months,
He turned over to the governor toduy
a2 huge sheaf covering the month of
August alone, which must of course be
disposed of immediately. Many of these
Invitations eams whilé the governor was
away, und some were for dates now
past. For September and Qctober, the
invitations are more abundant than for
August. There are reunifons, county
falrs, ald Bettlers’ plenics, hurvest
homes, dedlcations and school epenings.
Nearly every old soldiers' reunjon in the
stale Is trying (o gel the governor, and
he will no doubt accept g good many of
these invitationg oniaccount of the fact
that pressure of work preventad his at-
tendance, 4t the sta*f apunlon, where he
was bilied 1o speak today. :

Governor Hoch husinot yet decided
whieh invitetlons he will"socept, but
he I8 now at work preparing a com-
plete schedule. He will il every date
which he thinks he cun spare away
from the duties of his office.

1 am expecting to make a lot of
speeches this 121l he sald today,
“Invitations are coming I thick, and
I expect to accept a good many Tor
public meetings in this state. 1 look
upon- it rather as a duty which [ owe
the public to get out gnd make these
speeohes, And then the speéches
which I have been invited to make
outside the state bring in some money,
and money would be quite sccentable. "

Governor Hooh s o long ways from
being & rich man, and [t s not at all
remurkable thalt he looks with favor
upon the opportunity to plek up some
of the speech money, which he can
command while in the governor's
chair. As plain Ed Hoch he would be
unable to get anything llke the prices
he can get as Governor E. W. Hoch.

One of the governogs frisnds sald
today: *“Judging from the invitations
which are coming in. Governor Hoch
Is one of the most pepular platform
orators, lecturers, or whitever you
call ft, in the country today. He Is
getting Invitations from some of the
leading Chautzaugquue in the west to
addresa them, and such addreseces
bring good fees. Hoch has made him-
self very popular with the people of
the west by his Standard OI1 fight.
and he js a good dawlng card at any
public gathering."”

Of course Governor Hoch will not
charge for the speeches which he
mukes In Kansas. But at the same
time these speaches will not be a loss
to him, for Hoch always makes a good
impression when he talks, and indica-
tiong sve that the governor is not with-
out political ambitions. While making
speechies for the benetit of the stute he
is nlso making them for the benefit of
himself, politically speaking. It lsn't
necesgary for the governor to make
political speeches in order to have the
right kind of political effect.

KELLOGG A CANDIDATE.

Ex-Attorney General Aspires o Place
on Sunreme Bench.

The Demccrats and Populists
fused on Ives for attorney general! but
had separate tickets for the other of-
fices, which resulted in the election of
Tves, but the defeat of the balance of
the Populist tickel

Tt is said that Kellogg will have the
endorsement of the Lyon county bar.

HE SAYS THEWORD

Emperor Nicholas Issues His
Promised Manifesto.

Which Gives the People a Voice
in the Government.

SUFFRAGE IS WIDE.

But 1s Based Upon a Property
Qualification.

Most Important Event Since the
Serfs Were Freed.

St, Petersburg, Aug, 19.—Russia’s na-
tional representative assembly, the frult
of decades of stress and striving for re-
form, which endows the Russian people
with the rights of belng consulted
through their chosen representatives In
the suggestion and repeal of laws takes
its place aniong the fundamental insu-
tutions of the empire,

In a svlemn manifesto Emperdr Nich-
olas apnounces to his subjects the frul-
tion of his pluns, summoning the repre-
senlatives of the people as outlined by
him in & rescript issued on March 3 last,
and fixes the date for the first convoca-
tion as mid-January and in a ukase ad-
dressed to the senate, formally ordera
that body to register the popular will,
formulating the nature, powers andpro-
m:t'iure of the new governmentalorganiz-
ation.

The munifesto and ukase are publish-
ed this morning In special editions of
the Official Messenger in St. Petorsburg
and Moscow. They were given out to
newspapers at notn, many of which are
preparing to fssue extra edition= to =ig-
tiulize a momentous historleal evant,
overshrdowing in importance thelibera-
tion of the serfs in 186L

The date of the occasion has heen
happily chosen with due regard to the
poetical symbolism so dear to the llus-
sian heart, for on this day Is cel=brat-
ed the great religious feast of the trans-
figuration of Christ, with the bringing
1o the church of the first fruits of the
naw hiarvest.

The notlonal assemhbly will be a con-
sultative organization in conneEction
with the couneil of the empire and not
A legizlative body. The poawers of the
emperor remain theoretically absolute,
Ag the emperor Is the supreme law-
giver and autocrat, the decisions of the
douma have only a  recommendatory
and not & binding force, though the re-
jection ofiany legislative measures hy a
two-thirds majority of bolh houses is
sufficient to prevent that measure from
beraming law.

The representatives of the people will
have not only the right to be heard on
any legislation propesed by the govern-
ment, but alsa can volee their desires on
new laws and will have the right to ex-
ert a certaln supgrvigion over bud-
gotiiry expandlitures,

The suffrage, though wide. s not uni-
verral. 1t is based on property gualifi-
ciltlong, the peasuntry having a  vote
through membership in communal or-
ganizations

A eonsiderable portion of the residents
of the eilies, possessing no lands, to-
gether with women, soldlers, eivil func-
tionaries, ete., are without suffrage

OFFICEHOLDERS BARRED.,

They Cnnnot Vore Under the Ronssinn
Parlinmentary Scheme.

St. Petersburg, Aug. 139.—The text
of the document constituting a Rus-
slan parllament discloses many points
of special interest to fereigners enjoy-
ing constitutlonal government. Safe-
guards for the maintenance of the
autocratic power of the emperor crop
out continusally in the course of the
lengthy document. Although the
members are to be elocted for a five
year term, paragraph 3 provides that
the douma can be dissoulved by the
emporor before the expiration of the
term of five years, and new elections
ordered by imperial ukase,

Paragraph 4 sets forth that the
length of the sessions of the douma
and ite adjournments during the wvear
shall be determined by the emperor.

Paragraph 10 provides that the
president of the douma shall report to
the emperor. Other paragraphs pro-
vide that in case of dispute between
the cabinet ministers and the douma In
rogard to bills. the emperor shall have
the final word as to the disposition
thereof.

The oath to he taken by the mem-
hers {a as follows: *“We promise to
perform our duty to the best of our
knowledge and ability, in all loyalty to
hiz majesty and mindful to the wel-
fare of Russia.'

Members of ths douma can only be
deprived of thelr liberty or limited
therein by order of the judicial power
and they may not be arrested for debt.
Their payment iz provided for at the
rate of ten roubles (about $5) per day
during the sesslon and members will
receive fTor traveling expenses five
kopeks per verst twice vearly to and
from St. Petersburg. The usual pro-
visions are mads for the removal or
suspension of digbrderly members and
for holding executive sessions.

Parngraph 41 dshars the public
from admission to either the general
or sectional sesslons, but gives the
president of the doumna the right to ad-
mit representatives of the press to
open sessions. Another clauge provides
for the preparation by Sworn stenog-
raphers of reports of all =ittings of the
general session of the douma with tha
exception of the executive sessions.
These reports may he made public
with the approval of the president.
The electoral scheme debars gover-
nors, vice governors. police prefects
and their siubordinates from the voting
places in the districis where they ex-
ercise thelr functions. The elections
will be held unddr the general super-
vision of the minister of the interior,
governors and palice prefects, while
rach siectoral ward in the prineipaill-
tie= will have an electoral commission,
consisting of a nresident and two
members, chosen by the mayor from
among the possessors of the franchise.
Civil functionaries may neot be elected
to the douma unless they resign their
posts, nor may any one be elected who
ts not =cgualntad with .the Russian
language.

One day Dicks got drunk,
went to his home and aceused his wife
of infidelily, and then loaded up a
sholgun and went gunning for Schoen-
fleld, He walted wuntll Schoenfleld
came out of the salt works, and calm-
ly blew his head off.

And Plead to Charges of Violat-
ing an Injunction.

SPECIFIC ACTS NAMED.

Rebates Alleged to Have Been
Granted in Two Cases.

To the Harvester Trust and the
Hutchinson Salt Company.

Kansas City, Aug. 15.—Contempt
proceedings charging violation of the
order of District Judge John F.
Philips, Issued In March, 1903, re-
straining the defendants from giving
rebates in violation of the interstate
commerce law, were filad here today
in the United States district court
agalnst the Chicago & Alton, the Bur-
lington, the Missourl Pacific, the Rock
Isiand and the Santa ¥Fe rallway com-
panies, These companles are charged
with giving rebates in viclation of the
restraining order and the court Is
asked to cite them for contempt

The contempt proceedings allege
specifically in the casae of the Alton,
that that company granted rebatss
amounting to many thousands of dol-
lars on the shipments of sgricultural
and farming machinery to the .Inter-
national Harvester company “which
owns and controls the Deering Har-
vester company, the MoCormick Har-
vester company, the Plano Harvester
company, the South Chicago Furnace
company, and the Illinols Northern
Railroad cumga:nf. It Is alleged that
the Chicago Alton sgread with the
Illinols Northern to flla with the in-
terstale commerce commission pre-
tended joint tariffs of frelght rates of-
fective from Chicago to Missourl river
points, for the express purpose of
evading the restraining order, and thut
the Alton did in fact give to the Intar-
national Harvester company 26 :F:r
cent of said pretended tariff rate. e
procesdings egainst the Burlington
are practically fdentical with those
against the Alton.

The procesdings against the Mis-
souri Pacific, the Rock Isiand and the
Sania Fe allege that in Hke manner
these companies violated the restrain-
ing order by giving rebates to the
Hutchinson-Kansas Salt company, In
collusien with the Hutchinson & Arkan-
sas River rullroad, which latter com-
pany is controlled 1:d operated By tlie
Sult company. These roads are nl-
leged to have given the Salt company
25 per cént of a pretended jolnt tarid
rate upon sait routed to points on ithe
Missour! river.

The charges were filed by A. Van
Valkenburg, United States district ‘at-
torney for the western department of
Missourl, at the instigation of M. L.
Purdy, assistant attorney general of
the United Btates.

Judge Phillps set Sept. 18, as the
date upon which thse companies are or-
dered to make thelr plea to the
charges of contémpt
